There 
are plenty of men to supply the farms with help. But that 
man power is applied to other things, and the farms will not be 
adequately supplied with help unless men turn temporarily from 
their present, business or employment and work on farms in their 
eounty during the rush periods of cultivation and harvest. 

If we were at war you might feel free to disregard this as 
your personal duty. But we are at war, this is a war need, and 
you are not free to disregard it. 

It is the duty of every strong man of farm experience or 0 
farm aptitude who is not now engaged in work to which his per- 
sonal attention is constantly indispensable, to go to farms in the 
agricultural territory adjacent to his town when farm labor needs 
are urgent, and help produce the food erops which are essential to 
war winning.

Harold J. Burt ‘thas been transferred 
from the Coast Artillery to the Ord- 
nance Department. He is back in 
the “Red Flag Region,” the most 
cengested territory in the United 
States, where the bulk of our war 
essentials are manufactured. 

Here a small army of chemists is 
working night and day on the prob- 
lem of gases—-those deadly gases us- 
ed so extensively by the Huns. 

Our university faculties have been 
depleted of their most celebrated sci- 
entists, and these men, with hundreds 
of assistants, are pitted against each 
other—some making the dealiest of 
poison fumes, while others are en- 
gaged in devising means of defense 
against their comrades’ manufacture. 

Following are extracts from let- 
ters written to home folks by Mr. 
Burt: 

Edgewood Arsenal, Edgewood, Md. 

Dear Folks:—-You should see me 


now on a bunk again, as of old, only

All the people are entitled to 
eall on the sheriff when the law is 
violated, and receive prompt assist- 
ance. By assistance I do not mean 
that all an officer has to do is to go 
out and look over the scene of a 
robbery. In successful campaigns to- 
recover stolen property and detect... 
thieves, it is necessary to keep con- 





tinuously digging for weeks, and 
months. 

“The same is true of murder cases. 
Just because a murderer is not 


caught in a day or two days or a 
week, the matter should not be for- 
gotten. It is necessary to keep dig- 
going on these cases, particularly 
Mexican murders, for months. 

“I would attempt to break up the 
systematic robbing of chicken houses. 
This can be stopped if properly han- 
dled, for it is the work of automo-

Mr. Duckworth, the subject of this 
sketch, was appointed, under the pro- 
visions of the county charter as they 
then existed, by the board of super- 
visors, to the office of district at- 
torney, in January, 1915. That of- 
fice under an amendment to the char- 
ter has become elective, and Mr. 
Duckworth now seeks the nomina- 
tion as a candidate to that office, at 








the August primary election. He has 
served the people for the past three 
and a half years; he does not there- 
fore have to ask the people to pin 
their faith upon promises as to what 
he will do, if elected, but places him- 
self squarely upon his record as to 
what in fact he has done. without 
fear or favor he has prosecuted all 
offenders of the law—whether it was 
a violation of statutory laws from 
murder to red-light abatement act— 
or the county ordinance prohibiting 
the illicit liquor traffic; they all 
looked alike to him, and were dealt 
with in an uncompromising manner. 

To effectuate a successful campaign 


to its adoption the justice court alone 
had jurisdiction in such matters. Be- 
ing the first ordinance of its kind in 
the state lawyers defending violators 
thereof vigorously attacked its con- 
stitutionality. The highest courts in 
the state sustained Mr. Duckworth. 
So successful has been this ordinance 
in cleaning out the blind-piggers and 


bootleggers throughout the county 
that it has become a_ precedent 
through the state—many counties 


having followed in the wake of Mr. 
Duckworth and adopted similar ordi- 
nances. 

No greater enconium could be pro- 
nounced upon a public official than 
to be found in the late grand jury’s 
report on this office, from which is 
taken the following: 

“The work of this office is well or- 
ganized and well administered, and 
proper records of the work are acces- 
sible to the public. Pursuant to a 
specia!t request inquiries were made 
as to the expenditures of the ‘detec- 
tion of crime’ fund, placed at the dis- 
posal of the district attorney by the 
county supervisors and used princi- 
pally in the detection of illegal sales 
of liquor within the county. A care- 
ful record of these expenditures is 
kept and the amount expended has 
been more than offset by the amount 
collected in fines tor convictions of 
violations of the liquor laws. The 
jury believes, however, that even if 
there was no reimbursement of coun- 
ty funds in the way of fines, that the 
expenditures to abolish ‘blind pigs’ 
and stop ‘bootlegging’ of liquor, are 
justified and that the district attor- 
ney’s office is to be commended for 
the spirit with which this campaign 
has been conducted and the success 
that it has achieved. 


“The district attorney and his 
deputies have appeared before the 
grand jury when requested and have 
given information and advice, and 
when desired, written opinions, upon 
matters under consideration. They 
have granted every request of the 
jury that they believe consistent 
with the law.”
